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, the date 1510 bring upon the picture^ but aJ»o at it 
exhibits him in the roslume of hi* Father'* time, differing 
from all other Portrait* extant of Henry the Eighth, who 
it heir represented with the neck bare, hair of the bead 
full and r.iihoui a beard, al-o wearing the same style of 
rap or bonnet a* that of Henry the Seventh'* —.11 though 
l hi* unique Portrait u at got out of obtrurily, and conte- 
quently itr original tourer unknown, yet, ' agreeable to 
the opinion of .Mr. Cram, the celebrated Collector of 
engraved por I rail i), it it highly probable, from the cir¬ 
cumstance of Hi bring painted within a kind of nick, and 
of a eolonal tize. that it wot executed for an elevated
